he was taken down with tho grip. Since 
then hn has had iwor health. 


Juitlce llnu-nlcl's death marks the clo«» 


of a career that has proved what hones 
determination, frugality and n sense o 
duty will <jo when a m»n accepts their 
principles and follows them closely for the 
betterment of his fellow man. 


Coming from Portugal, the place of hli 


birth. In the latter fifties. Mr. Plmente 
settled at Haynards. where he opened the 
first barber fhop for many miles around 
Frugal and economical, he saved his smal 
Income, and Invested In Haywards real ei 
tate. 


A close and earnest student, of chcerfu 


disposition, honest motives and a readl< 
ness to mike friends. Plmentel was soon 
regarded as one of tht most Intelligent 
citizens of Hnywards. nnd when the town 
was Incorporated the people chose him as 
one of the members of their first lloait 
of Town Trustees.

Influence of the melancholy god. Hol- 
ly was chief among the boughs that 
our Teutonic ancestors used to make a 
bower In their huts where the wood- 
land sprites might shelter when their 
sylvanL haunts were bare of loaves. 
This probably ga\e It a sacred distinc- 
tion for thorn. And though Indigenous 
gome of our ancestors extended Its 
grovel by planting It ns a charm 
against evil spirits. 


Later. In Christian times, a tradition 


grew up la northern Kurope that the 
holly had composed tho crown of 
thorns. In DenmarU ami Germany It 
till bears the name of "Christ's thorn." 
The v> orld Is growing old. It begins 
o tire of simple ways nnd childish 
ileasures nnd plain virtues, but while 
we live we love, nnd so long as the so- 
cial customs of Christmas lead us to 
;lve more generously to the poor, to 
how more hearty sympathy to our 
neighbor nnd more tenderness to those 
we 
love—these are the woodland 


prltcs sheltered Itvthe holly bough—so 
ong will the romance of holly be wcl- 
como and dear, nnd those who carp nnd 
cavil at Christmas may go "cryo la the

A Prettr Chri«tmn» Trifle. 


A useful Ilttlo gift Is n "watch polish- 


cr." which may be used for polishing 
watclies or other Jewelry. Tale two 
circular pieces of chamois leather 
about 5V6 Inches In diameter nnd seal- 
op the edges, making the scallop a lit- 
tle more than an Inch wide and half as 
deep. With the aid of compasses this 
a easily done. Then take the upper 
jieco and at the base of each scallop 


four oblong pieces. Cover one side of 
each neatly with the chamois. Trom 
the paper cut pieces like those of the 
pasteboard, also from the wadding, al- 
lowing a margin for turning over tho 
edges of paper. Spilt the wadding nnd 
sprinkle the powder between the Iny- 
ers.1 Close them nnd baste on the silk, 
covering ono side of the piper pieces 
with It These form the lining for the 
pieces covered with tho chamois. Baste 
tho respective pieces of chamois and 
dlllc together. 
Overhand with tiny 


stitches time sides of the oblong 
pieces, leaving one long side of each 
nnd the entire square unsolved. 


The design Illustrated Is feather 


stitched nrottnd the edges with em- 
broidery silk, which Is all the square 
needs, ns It Is the bottom ot the cane. 
On two of the oblongs are embroidered 
Initials, on.tho other two sprays of 
flowers. This can be don» before put- 
ting on the pasteboard, or the decora- 
tion can be done with oil or water col- 
ors. 
Sew the ends ot the ribbon to- 


gether, mark It with thread In quar- 
ters on both edges, gather with very 
fine stitches both edges of the ribbon. 
Now take the square piece nnd to each 
corner fasten one of the marked quar- 
ters of one edge of tho ribbon, tbo 
rlsht sides of the-ribbon and chamois
